The suggestion is worthy of considera- 
ation. What to do with our boys, isa problem which presses at least as 
heavily upon Jews a3 upon other denominations, and its solution would be 
materially assisted if the list of possible vocations were enlarged by the 
inclusion of farming. We say farming advisedly, because stock-raising 
promises to pay better in England in these days than husbandry, though it 
would not follow because a lad was trained in an English agricultural college 
that he must necessarily seek his foriune in this country. Nevertheless, the 
wider the scope of the training the greater would be the prospects of the 
pupils’ success, There is no reason whatever why we English Jews should 
not make a determined effort to popularise farming among us as a vocation. 


It is not only Russo-Jewish fugitives that should take to it, but those of 


their brethren who live under far happier conditions. The struggle for sub- 
sistence is daily growing keener, and every fresh avenue for industry ought 
to be welcomed. We Jews were successful farmers in the good old times, 
and persecution has not eaten too deeply into our manly. qualities to prevent 
us from being successful farmers now. To revert to the old order of things 
would be to wipe away the reproach that we are not producers, which is so 
often levelled at us. The very existence of a Jewish Agricultural College 
would be a palpable refutation of our detractors. 


The memorial to Christopher Marlowe, which was unveiled at Canter 
bury on Wednesday, is a tardy tribute to one of the lights of English dra- 
matic literature. The recognition of Marlowe’s genius has had much to 
struggle against ; but the literary spirit has triumphed over prejudice, and 
not only are good Churchmen forgetting that the author of ‘ Tamburlaine ” 
professed certain ‘‘ damnable opinions and judgment of religion,’ but even 
Jews, usually so sensitive to anti-Semitism, forgive him the brutal cari- 
cature of ‘The Jew of Malta.” The liberal atmosphere in this country 
has helped towards this gratifying end; but, with persecution so near onr 
doors, it is not diffienlt to conceive circumstances under which * The Jew 
of Malta,” in spite of its dramatic vigour and the technical merits of its 
opening soliloquy which Mr. Swinburne admires so much, might still prove 
a source of much mischief. This view was taken by Mr. Henry Irving when 
he objected to the revival of the play. It is interesting, too, that to a 
Jew—Mr. Sidney L. Lee, the Treasurer of the Fund—is due the success of 
the Memorial movement. 
Jews qui Jews ar2 now concerned, is historical. The play shows how rabid an 
anti-Jewish feeling existed in England, even prior to thealleged crime of 
Rodrigo Lopez, and, as M. Abraham Dreyfus nas pointed out, throws into 
bold relief the sympathetic view adopted by Shakespeare in his portrayal of 
Shylock. Seeing that professed Jews were very few and far between at the 
time it was written, the inference is that the Converts who still resided in 
the Domus Conversorum, or had graduated within its walls, were no better 
than Jewish apostates usually are. Indeed, Barabas himself speaks with 
undisguised contempt of the ‘‘ convertities.” | 


The time will perhaps come when some one will perform for “ The Jew 
of Malta” the same service that Mr. Sydney L. Lee has rendered to “ The 
Merchant of Venice.” The play is so obviously intended for popular con- 
sumption that it is very probable that many of its obscure references are 
really topical allusions. ‘Che origin of the story has baffled the commentators. 


Could we see the original text of the drama as performed avout 1590—the | 


earliest printed version is dated 1633—the mystery would probably be 
solved. It is not unlikely that it bore some allusion to the capture of Cyprus 
by the Turks, in which the Jew, Juan Miquez, played so prominent a part. 
England had great interests in the East at the time, and the story was well- 
known. Curiously enough, however, when Shakespeare came to deal with 
the Turkish expedition to Cyprus in “ Othello,” some years later, he made 
no reference to Jews. (ne gathers some interesting information with regard 
to Marlowe's experience of Jews from his play. In one passage he enumerates 
three types of Jews—the physician, the engineer and the usurer. ‘he second 
denomination in this list is rather surprising. And yet there can be no 
doubt that it must have appealed to a responsive reminiscence in the public 
mind. Perhaps we have here a covert reference to Jeochim Gaunz, the 
Hebrew metallurgist, who was prosecuted for heresy in 1589. There is 
another passage which shows the degraded sort of Jews with whom Marlowe 
had been brought into personal contact :— | 


“We Jews can fawn like spaniels when we lease, 
An¢ when we grin we bite. Yet are our Lacks 

As innocent and harmless as a lamb’s, 

I jearat in Florence how to kiss my hand, 

Heave up my shoulders when they call me dog 
And duck as low as any barefoot friar.”

THE CENTRAL JEWISH DISPENSARY. 


— 


AN EXPLANATION FROM “THE MANACER.” 


We have received a letter from Mr, A. Naar, 567, Commercial Road, informing 
us that he had subscribed towards the Central Jewish Dispensary (23, Commercia} 
Road), and attended a meeting on Sunday last, at which twelve persons were 
present. Mr. Naar was elected President, and a Committee was appointed. Subse. 
quently these gentlemen were informed by Mr. Horwitz, the Manager, that they could 
not exercise any control over the finances, and that he merely required their names, 
not their services. Under these circumstances Mr, Naar and the Committee refused 
to have any further connection with the undertaking. 

At our invitation Mr. Horwitz, the Manager of the Dispensary, has given ys 
the following explanation of the history of the institution :— 3 

“On June 25th last Mr. J. L. Bannet, butcher, of 28, Leman Street, the then 
proprietor, ‘decided to close the Dispensary. [ asked him not to do so, and told 
him I would try and form a Committee to make it a public institution, there being 
over 4000 members at that time. Mr. Baunet consented, but declined to hold 
himself responsible any longer for the Institution. Aftera while I took it over 
from him, and went to private gentlemen and: asked them to form a Committee. 
These gentlemen replied that they had no time to attend meetings, but would allow 
their names to be placed on the list of Committee-men. As these gentlemen would 
not attend the meetings and as I could not have the Institution entirely on my 
own responsibility, I sent them an account of the income and expenditure, which 
showed a deficiency of about £10. Abouta month afterwards I went to the Rey 
M. Hast and consulted him on the matter : and he advised meto make an appeal 
in the Jewish Chronicle to supply the deficiency. The appeal was drawn up by 
Mr. Hast, and sent to every member of the Committee for approval. I received no 
reply, and therefore considered the appeal approved. I then convened a meeting 
to elect officers. Only five attended, and as a result, I had to defer the meeting. 
On the following Sunday I consulted the Rev. B. Spiers, the Dayan, who told me to 
call a meeting of the Committee for last Sunday. This I did, and only one member, 
Mr. Harris, the Honorary Secretary, attended the meeting. Mr. Harris had however 
invited a few private friends, making a total of four. These gentlemen wanted me 
to elect officers out of these who had attended, but this I declined to do, as there 
were not a sufficient number present. I should much prefer that some gentlemen 
should take the concern in hand and remove the responsibility off my shoulders 
as I only interested myself in the matter in order that it should not be allowed to 
drop.” | 


DEATH OF MISS ALICE J. DE PASS. 


We deeply regret to announce the death of Miss Alice J. de Passe, the much 
esteemed :Honorary Secretary of the National and Infant and Villareal Schools of 
the Spanish and Portuguese Congregation, Heneage Lane, an office she had held for 
many years, with marked advantage to theschools, The great ability and untiring 
zeal and energy displayed by her in the fulfilment of her duties not only won for 
her the admiration and respect of her colleagues, but will cause her sad and prema- 
ture death to be felt as an irreparable loss. The deceased, who was but 32 years of 
age, was the fourth daughter of the late Michael de Pass, formerly of 23, Norfolk 
Square, Hyde Park, The funeral was on Monday at the Cemetery in Mile End. 


THE FIRST HIRSCH COLONY IN AMERICA. 
| New York, Sept. 14. 

The trustees cf the Hirsch fund have established their first colony in Cape May 
County, New Jersey. It is called Woodbine, and consists of 5,100 acres suitable 
for miscellaneous farming. Market gardening will probably be the chief industry. 
It is also proposed to add canning, boot, glass, and clothing manufacture. The 
clay in the soil is suitable for terra-cotta. The settlement inoludes 250 families, 
and no head of a family is eligible as a settler unless he has $2,000 in cash. Each 
agriculturist will receive at cost price a farm of 15 acres, having a small area 
adjoining for future occupancy, when the competency of the cultivator has been 
proved and it is established that he has no speculative intent. 

A house of from four to six rooms will be built for each family and money 
advanced to enable settlers to make their preparations for raising crops. Mortgages 
will be given to secure these advances bearing interest at 5 percent. 

Woodbine is already under way ;. roads are being opened and graded, wells sunk, 


and temporary quarters provided for from 70 to 80 accepted colonists, and two or 


three houses are already occupied. The schoolhouse for the children of the settlers 
is at Dennisville, three miles distant, and a conveyance has been engaged to take 
the children both ways, commencing on Monday next. 

There is general anxiety among the refugees in regard to the educational 
arrangements, and the feeling is particularly keen in New York, where the Hirsch 
fund supports day and evening schools where children are taught English to prepare 
them for the ordinary public schools. The Russian-Jewish children have been found 
very apt at learning, and many without any previous knowledge of the language 
have acquired it within four months. 

The examinations for promotion to higher grades, which generally take 
American children one year, are, according to the principals of the public schools, 
often mastered by Hirsch school chiidren in a short time, and the rapid progress of 
these children is testified by all their teachers, The evening schools are for those 
working in the day and for adults. The evidence of rapid progress in educational 
branches is shown by the figures for August, when all other schools are closed. The 
Hirsch day-schools average a daily attendance of 300, and the evening schools 113. 
One of the principals state that Eli Elkan, the 14 year old son of a Rabbi who had 
been banished from Russia with his family, did not know a word of English when 
he left Russia, but within six weeks of his arrival here he wrote an excellent letter 
in English describing the condition of the Jews in Moscow. : 

The houses at Woodbine will be plain but of diversified architecture. They will 
be set back 150 ft. from the road, with lawns in front, and as far as can be judged 
the town will have a very picturesque appearance.— Dalziel (The Times Special.)

sin,—Last week I crossed from Hamburg to Grimsby in the steamship 
« Leicester,” sharing @ cabin along with Mr. J. Hitner, of Austrian House, Clee- 
thorpe Road. Inthe same steamer were a number of Russian Jews who had been 
expelled from their own country and were on their way to America. Mr. Hitner 
 nterviewed several of these men and found that they had, in many cases, been 
‘earfully imposed upon and cheated by emigration agents in Hamburg. Two 
of the worst cases were as follows : 

One man had unfortunately let an agent know that he possessed a little 
seeatli: Accordingly with his wife and three children, he was kept in lodgings 
for a week under the pretence that no boat was going to England. To stifle his 
complaints about the delay, he was then taken down to the Quay, placed ina 
very small tugbovt, and informed that no other boat was going to England for a 
week. Naturally, as the agent had foreseen, he preferred to wait in Hamburg to 
crossing 10 such a@ small boat. For taking him to the boat and back he was 
"charged 28 marks, and at last, when put on the “ Leicester,” he had been obliged to 
ay 300 marks for a fortnight’s lodging expenses. 

] In another case a man let an agent know that he had a few thousand roubles 
left him, and was accordingly kept waiting in Hamburg with a large family, 
until he had only about 1,200 roubles left. | | | 

Such cases are said to be of daily occurrence, and if your drawing attention 
to them can reduce the number, it will be well worth while doing so.

THE STEPNEY JEWISH SCHOOLS AND FREE EDUCATION: 
TO THE EDITOR OF THE “ JEWISH CHRONICLE.” 


Sik,—Please allow me to explain, in answer to your correspondent, that the 
- Managers of the Stepney Jewish Schools have already arranged to,avail themselves 
of the new Edueation Act from October Ist next. There are still certain details 
to be settled with the Education Department, and this makes it impossible to 
inform individual parents yet what fee will be charged them in future, but there 
will be a considerable reduction from the present rate. 

I need hardly remind Mr. Pou that we have already tried to make the Stepney 
Schools a “high grade” school, and that (apart .altogether from the Hebrew and 
Religious Instruction) we have taught many subjects that are quite outside the 
ordinary School Board curriculum ; and that it speaks well for the self-sacrificing 
spirit of parents, that they have willingly paid the somewhat bigh fees which 
this superior education has entailed. But I must deny ,emphatically that it has 
ever been with the knowledge or desire of the Committee tha p arents have stinted 
themselves of their meals in order to pay school fees. In cases where it has 
appeared, after careful investigation, that parents are really needy, it has been 
our invariable custom to admit their children to «// the benetits of the School, 
free of all charge. But in addition to this, for some years past the poorest 
children have ‘been supplied gratuitously through the winter months with the 
mid-day meal, the expense being defrayed by a special fund subscribed in 
memory of the late Mrs. M. N. Adler.

ut even by Gentiles it has become the custom of the Christian to remind us. This 
sign of the times. 
Wh It is sixteen years now since the fates brought me over to the Britieh Isles. 
at I craved for was not to mix with the foreign but with my English-born 
nf gionists. For one who, like myself, finds himself in a foreign country without 
to nend to speak to, and, albeit, many tongued, without the tongue of that country 
fl se im, getting into Anglo-Jewish Society is far from being an easy task. 
myself {, the iast-mentioned difficulty was soon surmounted, and I very soon beheld 
Pg in the blessed circle craved for and sought after. I must say the English 
the Mer a ger me in many respects. Whilst true to the religion of their race, 
disc ve in all other respects become Englishmen to the backbone. But what 
ior nn me in them was the indifference they showed to our sacred tongue. 
wa ves they entirely neglected its atudy ; on the contrary, I do not know of a 
in § me ‘tance where their girls, to say nothing of their boys, were ignorant of read- 
TM! tlanguage. But all ended there. They know to read, and nothing further. 
is y are taught to read for the single purpose of saying certain prayers, and that 
hose fault is it? Is it the fault of the parents? agra Hara In no 


“ountry have I seen parents spend more money, and more readily, on Hebrew than 


the English Jew does. I know of instances where as much as a guinea is paid for 
a leseon in Hebrew, And what are the returns? The boy (we will leave alone the 
girl) acquires the gift of reading Hebrew, and manages even to read his aftermeals 
grace by heart. His studies, however, are not complete yet. He is reaching the 
period of Bar-mitzvah, and the good mother, more even than her worthy spouse, is 
burning with the desire that the ‘dear boy” should brilliantly acquit himself in 
reading the Parsha. Itis here, according to the status of the boy's parents, that 
an abundant crop is reaped by the tator. The Sabbath has arrived ; the boy is 
called up and reads the portion ; the mother is congratulated on all sides and feels 
happy. Sunday follows Sabbath ; more congratulations on the successful reading 
of the “ Parsha;” singing, playing the piano, recitations, the inevitable forming 
fora game of “ Solo-whist ;” the even more inevitable sumptuous supper with 
champagne, of course. And the boy’s Jewish education is completed. The parents 
are satisfied ; more even so the teacher, who does not fail to advertise himself. But 

what about the boy? Well, to use a Jewish expression, he does not know to put a 
Zelem before an Aleph. I imagine some of my readers frown, Well, let us pass on 
to facts. I was once invited to dine with a Jewish family. The occasion was 
Chanuka. Dinner over, the good mother, a true mother in Israel, seeing that 
there were more than the required three adults at table, ordered her eldest son, a 
young man of 2), to say Grace. This young man, like his younger brothers, was 
kept for several years in a local Jewish school of repute, and the mother took the 
credit for having made her eldest-born an excellent ‘‘ Hebrew scholar.” He read 
the prayers in a loud voice, trotting away freely as one who knew the much- 
trodden ground well. I stopped him when I noticed he omitted the prayer ?Y 
O°DIN. This prayer being only read on two occasions daring the year it was excusa- 

ble for the young man not to know it by heart. A prayer-book was consequently 
sent for “upstairs,” the messenger being fully half-an-hour in searching for it. 
It was at last found, and I pointed out the place to our reader. But, strange to say, 
the trotting was this time at an end, the rider was on /frrra incognita ; the horse 
was crossing a ploughed field, stumbling on every step. Yet what that boy’s Jewish 
education cost his parent was enough to pilot a Russian Jew through all stages of 


education, University fees included. 


I was the guest of anotherJewish family. The puter familias, a rare excep- 
tion among English Jews, was rather of a sceptical mind as regards religion until 
he finished by believing in everything. A friend, for instance, would give him a 
book written by Swedenborg; he will read it, and swear by Swedenborg. 
Another friend would recommend him to read Ludwig Buchner’s “ Kraft und 
Stoff ;"’ an English translation of it by Mrs, Besant is at once procured, and 
Buchner now becomes the object of his worship. At his home, however, it is his wife 
who rules supreme, at least, as far as religion is concerned; hence his name 
on the register of, and an unoccupied but certainly paid-for seat at, the synagogue of 
his neighbourhood. He is the father of afew sons, and though the oldest of 
them is only eight years of age,a teacher, and, as he told me, a thorongh Hebrew 
scholar, is already in charge of the youthful offspring. To show me the progress 
the boy was making, he pointed out a sheet of paper upon which father, 
mother, head, foot, and other substantives were written down in Hebrew. 
Iwas agreeably struck to perceive that a deeper study than the mere reading 
without understanding of the sacred tongue was made there. Running through 
the dozen orso of Hebrew words written down, I discerned the word ‘* Head ” spelt. 
tv". I considered it my sacred duty to call the father’s attention to a mistake evi- 
dently laying bare the ignorance of the ‘‘ thoroughgoiug Hebrew scholar.” But that 
did not in the least shake the belief of my friend in the tator’s linguistic abilities 
Some time since I again happened to visit him, and he admitted that I was right 
for, said he, he looked at his prayer book for the New Year, and persuaded himself 
that Rosh was spelt with an Alep/. 

What Iam driving at is to demonstrate that if our English-born children 
know not Hebrew it is not their fault nor that of their parents who are too willing 
to spend their money on their children’s education. It is the fault of the 
teacher, of the unqualified teacher. I bave noticed that some Synagogue 
Readers are given tne preference of teaching Hebrew. With all due respect to 
these reverend gentlemen, I must say that two of my immediate acquaintances, 
ove even an occupant of the pulpit, and both turning aa “ honest penny ”’ 
by imparticg of the knowledge of reading Hebrew to the offepring of their 
respective congregations, have given me ample opportunities of detec:ing their 
ignorance in that language. The first one quoted a passage from the daily prayers, 
which I was rude enough to correct in the presence of some ladies of his 
congregation. He ventured todeny my assertion,and I was even more rude to 
fetcha prayer book and prove it tothe hilt. The other, who pretends to be more 
orthcdox and more versed in Hebrew literature than all the Rabbis, both orthodox 
and otherwise, put together, was edifying his visitors with the delicate question of 
age. A question was put to him as to his own age, and hegave it as fifty-five. 
Equa! to 333, said in jest. He showed me at once that he understood my remark, 
but, probably with a view to show his friends that his mind, too, is of a mathems- 
matical turn, or perhaps displeased withthe comparison, he addei, and also Adon, 
giving the English translation thereof, Without wishing to slight him in the least, 
I told him he must have been somehow confused not to remember the spelling of a 


word which he meets with at the very beginning of his daily prayers aud which is - 
spelt with a rvr, a circumstance which might increase his age by six, and even 


upset, if not his lady-friendspresent, at least the friend of his own bosom. 

These are thy teachers, Israel of England! Nave better teachers, qualified 
teachers, and there will be no necessity for ousting Hebrew from the synagogue. 
The writer of the Leader in the Jewish Chronic/e, in his well-weighed remarks on 
the subject, says that Judaism would survive the oblivion of Hebrew. I bg to 
differ: but I and every true Jew will heartily concur in his remark 


that Judaism and Hebrew have always gone hand in hand. They are inseparable; 


they bave grown together. Cut them in tw» and bot’ will perish. What does an 
English Jew boy know about Judaism? What does he see of it at his parents’ 
house’ Reading the prayers by rote ; the observation of the Sabbath, translaced 
into Chalab, Kidush. stewed ‘and fried fish ; the observation of Yom Kippur trans- 
lated into no eatables at all. Sum it up, and that is his idea of Judaism. Whats 
does he know of our God, our religicn, our glorious and bloody history Nothing ! 
absolutely nothing. He lacks the means leading tu that knowledge. He lacks the 
knowledge of Hebrew. Why should we not teach our children Hebrew by the same 
method as we teach them Latia and Greek? Why sbould a Russo-Jewish 
boy be more able to master four or five languages and also Hebrew to per- 
fection, and an Anglo-Jewish boy shoald not? All the Jews are of an intelligent 
turn of mind. Nooody denies them that, not even their worst enemies. It is 
teachers, qualified teachers, that are, I repeat, wanted. Give our children the meaus 
of knowing Hebrew, and they wi!l be able, oae more. the other less, to acquaint 
themselves with our history, with our literature. They will then know what 
Judaism is and be good Jews. | 
May the topic you have opcved up lead to a revival of the study of Hebrew 
ongst English Jews.

THE LATE PROFESSOR .GRAETZ. 

The ‘ttre dv faire part issued by the widow of Professor Graetz in the name of 
the entire family states that he died calmly at five o'clock in the morning of the 
7th inst. from heart disease. oe 

From another source we learn that Professor Graetz, accompanied by his wife: 
had arrived at Munich the previous week from Carlsbad, in order to visit his chil- 
dren, his eldest son being Professor of Mechanics at the Polytechnicum of Munich. 
At the end of his “cure” at Carlsbad he swooned away, and although his medical 
attendants regarded the attack as serious, he soon recovered. At Manich Professor 
Graetz appeared to be inthe same excellent spirits as ever, although a swelling on 
the foot made walking somewhat difficult for him. Nevertheless, on Sabbath the 
5th inst. he left home to go tn synagogue, but pains in the region of the heart com- 
pelled him to retrace his steps. The next day found him engaged in correcting the 
proofs of his new work, At night he complained of spasms of the heart and pains 
in the stomach, With the help ot composing draughts he fell asleep—never again 
to wake. On Tuesday morning the body was removed from Munich to Breslau for 
interment, although the congregation in the first-named city had offered burial in 
its cemetery at the communal expense. Notwithstanding the early hour, a large 
number of Jewish residents, headed by Rabbi Dr. Perles, one of the oldest disciples 
of Professor Graetz, the President of the congregation, the religious teachers and 
Synagogue Cantors were in attendance at the railway station to pay the last 
respects to the eminent departed. 

Early on Wednesday morning the body arrived at Breslau, where it was 
received by the Committee of the Jewish Burial Society, the Trustees of the 
Frankel Foundation, and the teachers and students at the Seminary. The latter 
with some former students watched over the remains. The burial took place on 
Thursday morning, the chief mourner being the widow, who was supported by her 
son, Professor Dr. Leo Graetz of Munich, and only daughter. Besides the 
representatives of the congregations, the Seminary and numerous societies and 
institutions, and Rabbis from near and far, there were also present the Rector and 
several Professors of the Breslau University. The burial service was conducted by 
Chief Cantor Deutsch, assisted by his choir, and addresses were delivered by Dr. 
Rosenthal, Rabbi of the community, by Dr. Rosin, for the teaching staff of the 
Seminary, by Rabbi Dr. Maybaum, for the Lehranstalt fiir die Wissenschaft des 
Judenthums in Berlin, by Professor Dr. Wilhelm Bacher, for the Professors of the 
Hungarian Rabbinical Landeschule in Buda Pesth, and by Dr. Walter, in the name 
of Professor Graetz's pupils.

One by one the glories of the Breslau Seminary depart. First Frankel, and 
then Bernays and Joel, and now Graetz, the men who have stamped that instituiion 
with the seal of their genius, and who have given to modern Judaism a new 
direction. 

Irreparable as the loss is to Jewish science, it is even greater, if possible, to the 
Seminary and its students, All who have sat at the feet of these teachers mourn for 
the double loss they have sustained ; they have lost their masters and friends. 

Great as Graetz has been as a man of research, he has been greater as teacher 
and friend. 

_ Apparently his life-work was the monumental history of the Jewa, apparently, 
for it was so only for the outer world. In the training of his students to become the 
future Rabbis and spiritual guides of Jewish communities all over the world, he 
found his greater life work. Tothem he revealed a mind full of the choicest 
knowledge, a heart full of kindness and sympathy. To them he imparted his never 
failing, all-inspiring enthusiasm. He led them gently and patiently to the pro- 

ound historical and exegetical investigations, in which he was the consummate 
master. Not in unapproachable heights did he dwell, but nigh at hand. Slow in 
his delivery, his lectures were enlivened by the sparks of genius that flew from his 
smithy, Forbearing and instructive, genial and kind was Wraetz in his daily 
intercourse with his students, so that everyone that has ever visited the seminary 
has become a devoted friend of the master, whom he had learned to admire in his 
greatness and in his simplicity. | 

The attachment extended far beyond the short time of the stay at the Seminary. 
No one had a more true and sympathetic friend through all the vicissitudes of life 
than Prof. Graetz was. He took a deep interest in the work and life of every one of 
his pupils, and kept up a correspondence with most to the very last day of his life. 

Much has been spoken and much has been written about Graetz’s supposed 
heterodoxy. There is nosuch a thing as a standard of orthodoxy, inor does a 
definition of orthodoxy exist, clear and comprehensive enough to cover all the 
existing shades of orthodoxy; but if orthodoxy means nobility of mind, purity of 
purpose, true observance of the inherited Law in a// its details, enthusiasm for 

‘truth and devoted piety, then Graetz will stand out as a truly orthodox Jew. What 
outsiders could not notice those who came in daily contact with him, could witness 
day by day. | , 

For seven years I had the privilege of studying under his paternal guidance, 
and for nearly two years I used to assist him every day for two hours in the pre- 
paration of the new edition of the 7th.and 8th volume of his history. A blood- 
vessel that had broken in his left eye, prevented him for a long time from reading 
and I could see, as all former students had seen, and as all those who ialeian 
after me have seen, punctilious observance of every prescription of the Law, a 
conscientious Jew and a deeply religious mind. 

He was a living example to his students. He not only wrote but he 
made history. The Breslau Seminary marks an epoch in the history of modern 
J udaiem, and one of the most powerful factors was Graetz. He however has been 
misunderstood, 80 also have the stadents been misunderstood, the actual mission of 
the Seminary and the work that has been accomplished through it. 

The Seminary was founded at a time when the reform movement in Germany 
was at ite height, and a split in Judaism seemed imminent, The mission of the 
Seminary was to face that movement, and to place Judaism above the reach of 
those destructive tendencies.

THE LATE PROFESSOR GRAETZ, 
By S. SCHECHTER. 


“ A star has fallen from the sky ;” a star of the first magnitude and extra. 
ordinary brilliancy. which shone for nearly half a century in the heaven of Jewish 
science, has now disappeared below the horizon, never to rise again. 

‘These must have been the thoughts of many readers of this paper, when their 
eyes met the black-bordered lines announcing the death of Professor Graetz, which 
can hardly be qhite realised as yet. Are the immortals also subject to the “ common 
death of all men” one asks, and what hope remains there for poor mortal 
humanity? Still less can one under the sudden shock of this sad message fully 
appreciate the loss Judaism has suffered in the death of Professor Graetz. One 
thing is certain, that we have no other Graetz, for Graetz was a genius, neither to 
be imitated nor reproduced by any learning-manufactory, The exclamation of q 
Rabbi at the death of his colleague “everything can be replaced except the great 
man, for whom there is no repair,” may with fuil justice be applied to the great 
scholar who has now been taken from us. | 

This is not. the piace to attempt an account of what Jewish science owes to 
Graetz. The publications issued from his pen amount to about two hundred, and 
cover the whole field of Jewish thought, but history and Bible criticism take the 
chief place among them. Here it will suffice to speak of Graetz the historian. 

There is an old Midrashic saying that the office of Elijah since the time of his 
ascension to heaven, where he became an angel, consists in writing the history of the 
righteous in Israel. From time to time, it would seem, such angels are sent down on 
earth where, appearing in the shape of men of genius, they are occupied in thesame 
heavenly task. Graetz was not the first Jewish historian, he had a predecessor in 
Jost. But Graetz was the first man of genius who wrote the history of Israel 
Look only at those eleven volumes in which he accompanies Judaism for nearly 
four thousand years through all the parts of the globe. Nothing that was worth 
recording escaped his keen observation. Whole libraries in almost every tongue. 
whether living or dead, afford him his materials. And can anyone who has studied 
his appendices refrain from admiring the man who never spared himself, who did 
not hesitate to wade through hundreds of volumes of monkish chronicles and other 
indigestible matter, if it were possible for him to hope that they might furnish 
him with a single fact to complete the picture drawn by him in the text, 

It is true that many an inlaid picture carefully worked by Graetz was pulled to 
pieces by others and shown to be arbitrarily composed. But, try only to put the 
pieces together yourself—which is by the way much more difficult than to disjoin 
them—and you will find in many cases that your new mosaic does not differ 
much from that offered to you by Gractz. | | 

But what is much'more important for us is that Grastz was not an indifferent 
looker-on at the events, he described. He realised as no other the dictum of an old 
Rabbi that Judaism from its first entry into history had only one happy day: 
He was thus conscious of writing the great national jtragedy, and he made no, 
attempt to conceal his sympathy with the sufferers. Those who enthrone dull- 
ness among human virtues, have often accused Graetz of being prejudiced in 
favour of his coreligionists. But how could the man who in his vivid imagination 
re-witnessed all the horrors of the crusades, help passing a harsh judgment on the 
“saintly mobs” of Peter of Amiens and St. Bernard ? Or how can it be wondered 
at if Graetz failed to recognise the German genius as the only factor in civilisation, 
seeing that he had to relate the story of the fortunesof his brethren in Teutonic lands, 
a story which is nothing but a long chain of petty persecution} and degradation— 
unmitigated by a single period of prosperity and real tolerance—seeing, too, that 
Graetz had the misfortune to live in a country where learned bores still discuss in 
all earnestness, whether a Semite has a soul or not? Norcan itibe said that he was 


| blind|to the faults of the Jews. Almost at every turning-point of their history he 


points out their shortcomings. But he does not think that these shortcomings 
excused the behaviour of their oppressors. Apart from the fact that there is no 


sin great enough to justify the persecution of a wnole people—Graetz, saw that the 


Jews have mostly suffered for what was best in them, i.c., their attachment to their 
religion. The words of the Psalmist “ Yea, for Thy sake are we killed al! the day 
long ” served him as motto for the whole bistory of Israel. | 

And how the affliction of our Russian brethren must have embittered his last 
days. It cast a gloom-over all his thoughts, and in whatever direction they may 
have been diverted, he turned again and again to this sad subject. One of his last 
letters, in which he intimated to me his intention of sending out the Prospectus of 
an Edition of the Hebrew text of the Bible with emendations and a new commen- 
tary, he finishes up with the mournful lines, “the Russian misery is exciting us all 
terribly. Committees of relief have been formed here as elsewhere. But alas! 
only few can be supported. How can multitudes, exceeding many times the number 
of those who left Egypt, be provided for. Of Baron de Hirsch one may say 35 of 
leewah that God has sent him to save life. But will even this great munificence 
suffice ? ” 

We most not omit expressing our deepest grief that Graetz was not allowed to 
carry out his pet project of an edition of the Bible. Those who think that 4 
method like Graetz’s must needs iack reverence of the Bible, will do well to read 
the above-mentioned Prospectus. The Holy Scriptures were to Graets “ the life of 
his life,” and he thought that the work which was the salvation of the Past and 
which is still destined to redeem humanity, ought not to be left to pass current in 
a text which he believed, after a study of fifty years, to be disfigured in some places 
Whatever may be said of Graetz’s exaggerated love for verbal emendation, none will 
deny that a world of ingenious explanations and original thoughts are now baried 
with the author.

REMINISCENCES OF THE LATE PROFESSOR GRAETZ 


BY ONE OF HIS OLD PUPILS. 


The death of the great historian of the Jews has by its very suddenness come 
as a shock to all who knew him and admired his wonderful vitality, his unweariness 
in work. It has specially come home to those who had the happiness of sitting at 
his feet and learning from his mouth what Judaism really was. I am sure that 
none of those who studied at the Breslau Rabbinical Seminary left it without 
regarding it asa real alma mater, without looking back upon the days they spent 
there as the happiest and most profitable of their lives. 

We were taught there to believe in a historical Judaism, to read the long story 
of suffering and of martyrdom, to read it intelligently and to follow reverently in 
the footeteps of the great men who had lived and laid down their lives for their © 
God and their religion. Through a study of Jewish history we were brought into 
a communion with the saints of old. When, for instance, we observed the Passover, 
the partaking of the unleavened bread was not merely an indiviaual feligious cere- 
mony. We lived over again the whole history of our people, and we felt ourselves 
impelled to hand down that history to future ages. : 

A love anda reverence for our history must always mean a tendency to con. 
servatism. One who knew what the Rabbis had worked in Judaism, who admired 
their simple and beautiful lives, would not sully his lips by speaking of them with 
scorn. I remember that once when one of us in Prof. Graetz's class began to titter at 
the first Misbna in the treatise Béza we received a well-deserved reproof. ‘ If 
you approach the subject in that spirit,” he said in effect ‘‘you will never know what 
Judaism was to your fathers,and what it may be for you. If the Talmud had been 
- merely a mass of folly, or the Rabbis fonls, do you think that we should have been 
enabled to withstand all the temptations to faithlessness which we have with- 
stood ” 

But although there was this tendency to a reverent conservatism, we were 
never taught to paint that which was ugly with a rose colour. It was never hidden 
from us that Judaism had developed sometimes in a wrong direction, and that, in 
the Middle Ages especially, unhealthy growths had shewn themselves which it 
would be our duty to cut away. I think that Prof. Graetz always regretted that the 
Talmud had been codified. Development was arrested. Judaism thereby ceased to — 
have an oral law, and we were converted into Karaites of the Schulchan Aruch. 
I do not know that Iam giving his exact words, but I think that I am expressing 
his thoughts. 

Prof. Graetz always felt that Reform was needed, but Ido not think that he 
tympathised very much with the Reformed synagogues. He seemed to think that 
if men had lost their faith in God and their attachment to their people they would 
hardly be reclaimed by offering them Leckerbdissen in the synagogue service. 
Regarding the matter from this point of view, who could say that he was altogether 
wrong? Judaism can only exist if it is a principle of action which a child is 
taught tomake a rule of life from almost its earliest days. But he saw that. re- 
forms were needed. One change he often advocated in the manner of reading the 


Law in the synagogue. He used to say that the three years’ cycle should be re. | 


introduced, and that the ancient office of Meturgeman should be revived so that the 
_ Law might be translated into the vernacular. If the congregation did not under- 
stand what was being read, it was useless to read the Law to them. 

It is sometimes said that the students of the Breslau school trim between 
orthodoxy andreform. If it be meant that the students are time-servers, that they 
Wait tosee what is best for them from the pecuniary point of view, and then wil] 
Preach orthodoxy or reform according tocommand, I am certain that there are 

y any such black sheep amongst them. If it be meant that you will find in 
orthodox Synagogues Rabbis of the Breslau school, who will not accept all the 
lictates of rigid orthodoxy, and in reformed synagogues, those who recognise that 
Something is to be said for Conservatism, then I rejoice that such is the case. It 
Would be asad day for Judaism if a Jewish minister regarded himself merely as 
an advocate, holding a brief for his special synagogue, speaking not what he 
wen he ought to speak, but what his congregation would like to hear him speak, 

man who is worthy of the name will be ready to accept neither another man’s 
Oxy, Nor another man’s heterodoxy. We ought not to look forward to one 
a conquering and stamping out the other, but to a real Jewish church, which 7 


*hail be broad enough to embrace many opinions, in which a Jew who makes the | 


great principles of Judaism his guide in life, who identifies himself with his people | 
will not cease to be regarded as a Jew because he has, if I may be allowed to use 


or misuse the term, his autw/ory, his own opinions. Sech too, I think, was 
Graetz’s view. | 


The last time that I had a long conversation with Prof. Graetz, we spoke about 


the new criticism of the Pentateuch. He told me that he could notat all agree | 


with all which Wellhausen had said about the “ Priestercodex,” but he had no doubt 
for himself that the Pentateuch. as we knew it, was not the work of one age. I 
expressed my fear that such a view was dangerous to Judaism. He told me not to 
fear, and not to rejectan opinion because it was dangerous. Whatever view we might 
hold concerning the date of a certain religious document, Judaism would still have 
taught the purest of beliefs and the noblest of ethics. Tne Sabbath would still recall 
the Divine Providence raling over nature. There was no reason because the Pentateuch 
was acomposite work why the Jew should not keep the Passover and commemorate 
with his brethren the deliverance of his people by the Divine hand, and bring before 
himeelf their great mission. There was no reason why he should not approach his 
God on the Day of Atonement. The great institutions of Judaism would always 
be the best means of discipline, the best bond of union between Jew and Jew. If 
by this be meant theoretical heterodoxy united with practical orthodoxy, it ia 
no reproach. If the new criticism is trne. nought wil! prevent it ‘from prevailing. 
Like Graetz, we must not lose faith in the real Jewish sense of faith.

JEWS IN TURKEY. 


FEOM OUR CORRESPONDENT. | 
CONSTANTINOPLE, 7TH SEPTEMBER, 18391. 
A suggestion has been made by Mr. Joseph A. Mazan, Editor of the Buen 
Esperanza, the Jewish newspaper of Smyrna, which is being warmly taken up by 
the Jewish press in this country. The proposal is that we should celebrate next 


year with a certain degree of splendour the fourth centenary of the arrival in Tur- | 


key of Jews who had been expelled from Spain. A Committee has already been 
formed at Smyrna to prepare the programme of the féte and to organise manifesta- 
tions of gratitude and devotion to his Majesty the Sultan and the Imperial Govern. 
ment, Itis proposed that the fete should be held in the month of May next, and 
in order that the project may be put into execution, it is. necessary that the Acting 
Chief Rabbi of Constantinople, who is the central authority of the Jews in this 
Empire and their official representative at the Porte, should take the first step. 
This step will be to obtain in advance the consent of the Government to the pro- 
posed fete, for public demonstrations of this character are of rare occurrence in 
Turkey. | 

The Administrative Council of our community is now occupied with the partial 
elections of the Me:igliss-Omoumi. or National Assembly. As soon as the elections 
are over a plenary assembly will be convoked to deliberate upon the formalities 
which will have to be taken for the election of a Chicf Rabbi of Turkey. 

On the 31st of last month, the anniversary of the Sultan's accession to the 
throne, M. Levi, the Acting Chief Rabbi. went to the Imperial Palace to offer his 
congratulations and profound homage in the name of his community. As on several 
previous occasions M. Levy was the object of the Sovereign’s benevolent considera- 
tion. 


Last week there diei here the Oecumenical Patriarch Denis V. At the funeral — 


which was conducted with great pomp. the Acting Chief Rabbi was represented by 
several members of the Ecclesiastical Council, who accompanied the remains to 
their last resting place. The patriarchate has been deeply impressed by this mark 
of attention on the part of the Jewish spiritual authorities, and has forwarded a 
letter of thanks to the Chief Rabbi. 

M. Nissim Givri, Chief Cierk at the Ministry of the Civil List, has been 
honoured by the Sultan with the Osmanie Order of the Third Class. This able 
and upright official has also received from the Mikado of Japan the Order of the 
Sacred Treasury, Third Class. M. Aaron de Leon. one of our communal notabilities, 
has been raised by the Sultam to the rank of Mutemaiz, which in the military 
hierarchy is equivalent to the grade of Tolone!l. | 

On the 29th of August a terrible storm broke out over our harbour. The 
impetuous fioods carried away some huts in the Jewish quarter of Cous- 
coundjouk. In one of them was a Jewish child six years of age. A young Greek baker 


plunged into the stream, and succeeded in saving the lad’s life. He himself however 
remained in the water. His brother, who was a witness of his danger, went to his 
rescue. Unfortunately. both were drowned. At Ortakeui the heavy rains washed 
away a number of graves in the Christian Jewish cemeteries. It was a ghastly 
spectacle to see 80 many corpses floating on the water. 

The existence of our Jewish Hospital Or Hachayim was seriously jeopardised 
some time ago, owing to the financjal troubles of a well-known Jewish house, with 
whom its funds were deposited. Thanks to the arrangement agreed upon a few 
days back, all this money has been saved. The Executive Committee of the Hospital 
proposes to make an appeal to the benevolent to aid this eminently meritorious 
hens 700 Russian Jews have arrived here from Odessa with the intention of 


settling at Jaffa. They have, however. remained in our harbour owing to the 
unfavourable news received from Palestine. The emigrants being extremely poor, 
the German Jewish Community has not remained insemsible to their sufferings ; 
but the little help it has been able to give them has been utterly inadequate. A 
German charitable institution has accordingly appealed to the generosity of Baron 
de Hirsch, who at once sent a favourable reply. The Baron is distributing forty 
centimes a day among each emigrant.and a delegate is expected to arrive here soon 
to arrange for sending them to America.

It is 
conceived in as ‘business-like a spirit as the project, for example, which 
called the Chartered Company of South Africa into existence. It is only neces- 
sary to refer to the Memorandum and Articles of Association printed else- 
where in order to perceive that the project is the very reverse of visionary. 
In entering upon this gigantic undertaking, which will leave its mark upon 
the history, not only of the Jews, but of philanthropy, Baron vm Hirscu 
has been animated by an earnest desire to ameliorate, by pro 
saic methods, the condition of those of his brethren who sre suffering 
from most grievous injustice. The Jewish Colonization Association 
is the reflection of its anthor’s character. He is at once a shrewd man of 
affairs and a philanthropist brimful of Jewish sympathies. Le longs to help 
his downtrodden brethren, and characteristically sets about giving effect 
to his desire by forming a Colonization Association, in which 
he takes nearly all the shares. Himself a tiaancial Colossus, accus- 
tomed to big operations, his undertaking is to be colossal. Usually a 
scheme ot this kind is embodied in a trust deed, and there is no doubt that 
for an enterprise of this gigantic nature steps would, a few years ago, have 
been taken to obtain a Royal Charter or Letters Patent. Since, however, ths 
passing of the Companies’ Acts of 1867 the practice has grown up to obtain 
the License of the Board of Trade where an Association is to be established 
for any charitable or other purpose specified in Section 23 of that Act, and 
this has been done in the present case. The novel feature in this instance 
is the division of the capital into shares, as usually such associations are 
limited by guarantee. The misery of the Russian Jews is to be dealt with 
wholesale, and yet with the utmost circumspection. It is to be attacked 


| Russia is to be encouraged. On the contrary, Baron ve Hirscu has 
| addressed an Appeal to the Jews in Russia that they will not rush into 
destruction by a reckless, sudden emigration, en masse, from Russia. 

Efforts, through other channels, for the amelioration of the condition of the 
Jews in Russia itself, will not,in any way, berelaxed. Possibly the endeavours 
hitherto made to induce the Russian Government to repeal the recent 
oppressive edicts against the Jews may be assisted by the Emigration 
Scheme now launched. It is not yet certain that the Czar will let his 
people go. Emigration, at best, is a slow process of improving the lot of a 
people oppressed by legislation, and can only be partial and indirect in its 
benefits to the great mass of the Russian Jews. ‘The Colonization Asso- 
ciation will help some Russian Jews t> help themselves—by leaving the 
country. The millions of Jews who perforce remain must still look 
to the Czar for more considerate ani humane treatm2nt. The two 
millions sterling will not be used to emigrate the Jews en musse, with the 
result of making their last state wors2, if possible, than their first. The 
money will be carefully husbanded for the permanent benefit of the various 
batches of emigrants, whom it is proposed to lead forth one after the other. 
There is to be no dramatic movement, that may be likened, however remotely, 
to the Biplical Exodus ; there is to be no quasi-Messianic redemption. The 
thing is to be done by degrees and, as far as possible, on a commercial basis. 
The Peabody Trust is a parallel case ; but the combination of philanthropy

His great effort was still to 
be made. If he has known how to amass wealth, he has also a keen sense 
of its responsibilities. No doubt the crowning sorrow of his life hag played 
its part. The loss of his only son has accentuated the desire to put his 
riches to the highest use, It will be remembered that some years ago 
Baron pe Hirscn proposed to give a large amount for the education of the 
Russian Jews, and that he had to abandon the idea owing to the desire of 
the Russian Government \to exercise control over the Fund. It was the 
recrudescence of persecution in Russia that gave his aspirations a new form, 
and led him to plan the Scheme of Colonization which is embodied in the 
Association that has just been incory orated. 

Those who wish to see how carefully and systematically the broad out- 
lines of the enterprise have been thought out have only to study the details 
contained in the Memorandum snd Articles of Association. Even the 
seven subscribers who are associated with Baron pz Hirscn, though they 
have virtually no pecuniary stake in the undertaking, have been selected by 
no haphazard process. All seven are representative men. The significance 
of Lord Roruscnitp’s connection with the undertaking will be appreciated 
at once. The President of the United Synagogue and the recognised head 
of the Jews in this country, a man of vast business capacity and a philan- 
thropist of the first order, his lordship will bring to the affairs of the Asso- 
ciation qualifications which will go far towarde ensuring the most successful 
results. No less important is the adhesion either of Sir Jor1ax Goupsm1p, the 
President of the Anglo-Jewish Association and the Chairman of the Rasso- 
Jewish Committee, or of his French colleague, Ma 8S. H. Gotpscnminrt, the 
President of the Alliance Israélite Universelle. Mr. Bexsamin L. Conen 
rightly has a place in the list as President of the Jewish Board of Guardians, 
and one of the most active members of the Russo-Jewish Committee ; and Mr. 
Mocatta occupies the same position because—well, because he has made 
philanthropy of the widest and the most genuine sort the study and the 
work of his life. In the learned M. Satomon Retnacu he has a most con- 
genial companion, while Mr. Ernest J. Casset, Baron pg Hirscu’s 
London representative, will give the Company the benefit of his great vusi- 


ness capacity. With men of this stamp to advise its founder, the Coloniza- 


tion Association will start on its career under the most favourable auspices. 
Its future no one may read with certainty. But it will be strange indeed if 
an enterprise, conceived in a spirit of the truest benevolence, planned with 
rare sagacity and foresight, and supported by large funds contributed with 
marvellous generosity by a high-minded and large-hearted man, does not 
achieve its purpose, and bring relief and happiness to a large number 
of the sorely stricken Jews of Russia. —

The eminent Austrian poet, Ludwig August Frankl, has published in the Veue 
Friee Presse some personal reminiscences of Meyerbeer. Frankl mentions that at 
the request of the Executive of the Berlin Jewish Congregation he hadi asked the 
maestro to cowpose a piece of music for the consecration of a new synagogue in 
that city. Meyerbeer excused bimself on the ground that he was about undertaking 
a journey, but he gave Frankl one of his old compositions, which he said would 


anawer the purpose, In the course of conversation Meyerbeer remarked : “ I hope 


they will not introduce the organ into the new synagogue. It is a Christian instru- 
ment. I take great credit to myself for having in accord with Mendelssohn Bar- 
tholdy been the means of introducing into the Protestant Cathedral of Berlin a 
choir without an organ accompaniment. The worshipper should pray to God 
without any such medium. The Jews have held this opinion since the destruction 
of the Temple in Jerusalem, and for two thousand years it has become a tradition 
with them. Even in the greatest Roman Catholic Church, St. Peter's at Rome, 
there is no organ. The human voice is most striking and effective.” , 
As a supplement to M. Alexandre Weill’s reminiscences that appeared in our 
last issue, we may mention the following fact which M.Weill related in his “Briefen 
hervorragender verstorbener Manner Deutschlands.”

Baron de Hirsch has, with the co-operation of seven leading Jews jn 
London and Paris,launched his great Scheme for carrying out the Emigration 
of Jews from Russia. Instead of being embodied in a Trust deed, the Baron 
has taken advantage of the elasticity afforded by the Companies’ Acts, anq 
with the license of the Board of Trade has formed the Jewish Colonization 
Association, adopting the somewhat novel idea of dividing his Tryst 
Fund of £2,000,000, into 20,000 Shares of £100 each, of which 
Baron de Hirsch has taken 19,90, and the following one share each : Lord 
Rothschild, Sir Julian Goldsmid, Mr. Ernest Joseph Cassel, Mr, F, p. 
Mocatta, Mr. 8S. H. Goldschmidt of Paris (President of the Alliance 
Israélite Universelle), M. Salomon Reinach (of Paris) and Mr. Benjamin 
L. Cohen. 

The following License has been granted by the Board of Trade, under 
Section 23 of the Companies Act, 1867, empowering the Association to 
dispense with the addition of the word ‘“ Limited” to its name :— 


WHEREAS it has been proved to the Board of Trade that the Jewish Colonization 
Association, which is about to be registered under the Companies’ Acts, 1862 to 1290, as 
an Association limited by shares, is formed for the purpose of prom*ting objects of the 
nature contemplated by the 23rd Section of the Companies’ Act, 1867, and that it is the 
intention of the said Association that the income and property of the Association whence- 
soever derived shall be applied solely towards the promotion of the objects of the Asso. 
ciation as set forth in the Memorandum of Association of the said Association, and that 
no portion thereof shall be paid or transferred directly or indirectly by way of dividend 
or bonus or otherwise howsvever by way of profit to the persons who at any time are, or 
have been, members of the said Association, or to any of them, or to any person claiming 
through any of them. Now, Therefore, the Board of Trade, in pursuance of the powers 
in them vested. and in consideration of the provisions and subject to the conditions con- 
tained in the Memorandum of Association of the said Association as subscribed by eight 
members thereof on the 24th day of August, 1891, do by this their. License direct the 
Jewish Colonization Association to be registered with limited liability, without the 
addition of the word “ Limited” to its name.

APPEAL FROM BARON DE HIRSCH TO THE JEWS IN RUSSIA. 
The following isa translation of an Appeal which Baron Hirsch has issued to 
the Jews in Russia :-— 


“To my coreligionists in Russia—You know that I am endeavouring to better 
your lot. It is, therefore, my duty to speak plainly to you and to tell you that 
which it is necessary you should know. 

‘‘T am aware of the reasons which oblige many of you to emigrate, and I will 
‘ gladly do all in my power to assist youin your hour of distress. But you must 

make this possible for me. Your emigration must not resemble a headlong, reck- 
less flight, by which the endeavour to escape from one danger ends in destruction. 

- “You know that properly organised committees are shortly to be established in 
Russia, with the consent and under the supervision of the Imperial Russian Govern- 
ment. The duty of these committees will be to organise the emigration ina 
business-like way. All persons desirous of emigrating will have to apply to the 
local committees, who aldne will be authorised to give you the necessary facilities. 

“Only those persons who have been selected by the committees can have the 

advantage of the assistance of myself and of those who are working with me. Any 
one who leaves the country without the concurrence of the committees will do so at 
his own risk, and must not count on any aid from me. — 

“It is obvious that in the beginning the number of emigrants cannot be large; 
for not only must places of refuge be found for those who first depart, but necessary 
preparations be made for those who follow. Later on the emigration will be able 
to assume larger proportions. ach | 

“Remember that I can donothing for you without the benevolent and gracious 
support of the Imperial Russian Government. | 

‘In conclusion, I appeal to you. You are the inheritors of your fathers, who 
for centuries, have suffered so much. Bear this inheritance yet awhile with equal 
resignation. 

‘‘ Have also further patience, and thus render it possible for those to help you 
who are anxious to do so. : , | 

“T send you these words of warning and of encouragement in my own name 
and inthe name of thousands of your coreligionists. Take them to heart and 
understand them. 

“ May the good God help you and me, and also the many who work with us for 
your benefit with so much devotion.”’

RUSSIAN JEWS IN CANADA. 
MONTREAL, SEPT. 12. 

A large number of destitute Jewish immigrants are still detained here. They 
ere in a horrible condition, mev, women and children being on the verge of starva- 
tion. They are sheltered in a large dark room at the top of the Immigration Sheds. 
—Dalziel. 

The Canadian Minister of Agriculture informs an Ottawa correspondent that 
advices have been received indicating the probability of a further emigration of 
Russian Jews to Canada, which may necessitate the application of the statute pro- 
hibiting the landing of pauper emigrants. The Government will render them no 
aid, and not being able to speak French or English they are helpless. A large 
number have settled in the North-West who have given trouble to the Government, 
and the provincial press strongly protests against any further immigration, The 
Government want to discourage Russian Jews from emigrating to Canada, as they 
will undoubtedly be sent back, 


MR. ARNOLD WHITE'S MISSION. 

M.:. Arnold White, who passed through Paris on Tuesday on his return journey 
to London from Copenhagen, communicated the following facts concerning the 
Jewish exodus from Russia and the object of his visit to the Danish capital on behalf 
of Baron Hirsch :— | 


The measures decreed against the Jews in Russia, he says, are being enforced 
by the Government of the Czar with constantly increasing severity. Israelites of 
the poorest class continue to be expelled from their homes and from Russian terri- 
torry. Husband and fathers are torn from their wives and children. Exposed to 
the most cruel suffering and privation, many of these unfortunate creatures perish 
from hunger and disease. Thousands of others cross the frontier in the hope of 
finding an asylum in some more hospitable land. Many-charitable persons 
belonging to the Christian, as well as to the Jewish religion, have contributed 
towards the assistance of the distressed exiles. But in the face of such an exodus 
it has been found impossible to improvise adequate measures of relief. 

Mr, White's object in going to Copenhagen to endeavour to sce the Czar was 
not to appeal to his Majesty to rescind or amend the ukases embodying the decrces 
under which the Jews now suffer, but to try to obtain some relaxation of the 
severity with which these edicts are being enforced. In the same sense Baron 
Hirsch had already suggested to the Russian Government that the enforced emi- 
vration of the Jews might be graduated and spread over a certain number of years, 
say 25, according to a progressive scale, and that, to this end, there should be 
inatituted on Russian soil a regular and systematic organisation, controlled, by’ the 
Russian Government. Baron Hirsch’s sole concern in the matter was tosecure that 
each unfortunate exile, while waiting his turn to leave the land of his birth, 
ehould be temporarily exempted from the Jaws decreeing his immediate expulsion. 

Mr. White was unable to obtain an audience of the Czar, and, therefore, had no 
opportunity to plead with his Majesty for the relaxation of the anti-Semitic laws in 
the sense indicated. It appears, moreover, that the stringency of these measures, 
instead of being lessened, is about to be increased still further. This added severity, 
in view of the approach of winter and the serious famine by which whole provinces 
of Russia are already threatened, must plunge the oppressed Jews into still greater 

depths of misery and despair, 

Relying, however, upon the humanity of the Czar, and believing that if the 
case were fairly put before his Majesty some relaxations in the direction desired 
would be conceded, Mr. White proposed to start for St. Petersburg at an early date 
in the hope of accomplishing the difficult task he has set before him, and with the 
further object of vontinuing negotiations with the Russian Government as to the 
details and conditions of the scheme of emigration which Baron Hirsch has 
inaugurated. 


The following letter was published in the 7/m-s of Friday last :— 

Sir,—May I add a few words to what Mr. Joseph has said concerning Mr. Arnold 
White's attitude toward Russian officials ’ 

In the Zines of July 11th Mr. White is represented as explaining that he was 
given letters to the Governors of all the provinces he visited except Moscow ; that 
he therefore, in that city. “ was reduced to the necessity of obtaining his facts 
mainly from Jewish sources :’ that, notwithstanding this, he found the situation 
by no means so bad as it had been painted; and that he learned that the two 
persons responsible for the cruelties in Moscow were the late Governor-General, 
Prince Dolgoroukoff, who was in debt to the Jews, and the late Chief of Police, who 
acted on his own initiative, aud whose conduct “ shocked not only Western coun- 
tries, but Russia as well.” 

As one of the fruits of a recent tour through Russia, made for the purpose 


of studying this question, I have a different story as to what Mr. White learned 


about Moscow and how he learned it. 

He visited Moscow on a Fridav, and went at once to a prominent Hebrew 
resident, whom I will call Mr. B——. This gentleman said that to properly 
master the local situation he ought to stay at least five days. Mr. White replied 
that he had been advised by the authorities at St. Petersburg not to remain in 
Moscow more than 24 hours. He then, in company with a young Jewish physician 
who knew “ Jiddish,”’ but did not know Moscow, started on a tour of investigation. 
He did not visit the Muscow-Brest Railway Station, which is the starting-point of 
the exodus, or the house where the railway tickets were distributed as long as the 
Moscow committee had funds to buy them ; he saw nomember of that committee 
about its work. His guide did take him to the Jewish House and Dispensary, but 
at four in the afternoon, long after dinner, and when the Jews were busy preparing 
for their Sabbath. He fonnd no one but the servants ; they brought him in some 
beggars from the street without, to whom he addressed a few questions. This was 
the extent of his inquiries in Moscow. Upon the strength of them he states that at 
this Jewish House and Dispensary, “ the greatest number assisted was 300 in the 
month of April, whereas during the month of June the number of those assisted 
fell to 50.” The actual figures, taken from the books, for dinners, are :—January 
3,460 ; February, 3,203 ; March, 2,960; April, 8,400 (Jewish soldiers during the 
Passover) ; May, 1,472 : June, 1,655. Mr. White took the decrease of applicants to 
mean that the state of Moscow Jews had improved. What it does mean is that the 
poorer Jews who could not bribe the police had been gradually expelled.

In view of the large influx of destitute immigrants, numbers of whom have settled 
‘in this city and whose condition is deplorable in the extreme, it is earnestly trusted 
that the praiseworthy efforts of the founders of the society will be liberally 
encouraged and that they will receive that generous measure of support which the 
cause and their disinterested zeal unquestionably deserve.

LITERARY INTELLIGENCE. 


The Chief Rabbi has. at the suggestion of Lord Rothschild and in compliance 
with the urgent solicitations of General Bryce, editor of Zhe North American 
Review, has prepared an article on the present condition of the Jews in Russia, its 
Canses and Remedies. The paper, which will also deal with Professor Goldwin 
Smith’s recent attacks, will appear in an early number of the Review. 


Dr. S. Mandelkern, the well known Russian scholar, who now resides in 
Leipsic, is at present in London. The object of his visit is principally to obtain 
subscribers for a revised Hebrew and Chaldaic Concordance to the Bible, which he 
has sy+tematically arranged and completed by the addition of proper names and 
particles. The work has|been ready for some years, and will be published by the 
firm of Veit & Co., of Leipsic, who have stipulated that 400 subscribers must be 
secured. Dr. Mavdelkern has already obtained 320 subscribers. His co1icordance 
has been submitted to a number of eminent scholars, including the late Dr. Delitzach, 


all of whom have spoken in the highest terms of the thorough-going and com- 


prehensive manner, the industry and accuracy with which Dr. Mandelkern has set to 
work, Dr. Mandelkern, who is a gold medallist of the St. Petersburg University, is 
favourably known to Jewish scholars by his varied writings. Last year we reviewed 
his translation into Hebrew of Byron’s Hebrew Melodies. His latest work, published 
this year at Hanover, is a historical chrestomathy of Russian literature from its 
very beginning to the present day. 


A fragment of a Provencal -poem on the history of Esther, written in Hebrew 


characters, will appear in the Humania in the original form, with a Provengal 


translation by Professor Paul Meyer. The author of the poem is Israel Caslari, of 
Avignon, who lived about 1340. ‘The poem was found in a unique MS. belonging to 
the Chief Rabbi.
